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DISTRIBUTION  OF  MOSQUITOES  IN  THE 
CONTINENTAL  UNITED  STATES 


INTRODUCTION 

This  report  provides  U.S.  Air  Force  personnel  with  an  updated  listing  of 
all  mosquito  species  collected  on  U.S.  Air  Force  installations  and  known  to 
occur  in  each  State  of  the  Continental  United  States  (CONUS).  These  lists  of 
mosquito  species  by  State  are  useful  to  military  and  civilian  public  health 
and  mosquito  control  agencies. 

The  Medical  Entomology  Section,  Epidemiology  Division,  USAF  School  of 
Aerospace  Medicine  (USAFSAM),  identified  approximately  100,000  mosquito  speci¬ 
mens  from  CONUS  Air  Force  installations  during  1979.  This  service  is  provided 
in  accordance  with  AFR  161-1,  Control  of  Vector-.,:  "ee  Diseases,  and  AFR  161- 
12,  USAF  Epidemiological  Services.  Since  USAF  installations  in  the  majority 
of  the  48  contiguous  States  submit  mosquitoes  for  identification,  a  current 
summary  of  the  mosquitoes  known  to  occur  in  each  State  is  a  valuable  aid  for 
accurate  identifications.  The  current  lists  were  updated  from  SAM-TR-78-28^/' 
listings  through  a  survey  of  recent  entomological  literature  and  were  reviewed'' 
and  amended  by  Dr.  Ronald  A.  Ward  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  Washington, 
D.C.  Any  remaining  discrepancies  are  those  solely  of  the  authors  of  this 
publ ication. 

USAF  installations  which  have  submitted  particular  species  are  noted  by 
superscripts  on  the  State  lists.  States  having  no  USAF  instal lations  are 
identified  by  footnotes.  The  Medical  Entomology  Section  will  continue  to 
periodically  update  this  compilation  as  taxonomic  and  distributional  findings 
warrant.
